AIRLINES TO HOLD 


WASHINGTON, July 5 (UP) 
—The naticn’s domestic sched- 


uled airlines have agreed to 
keep their passengers from get- | 
ting higher than ‘their planes 
unless they can manage it on 
two drinks. 


The Air Transport Associa- 
tion announced yesterday, that 
airlines have agreed to stand- 
ardize their policies on serving 
liquor aboard planes. 

The agreement provides that 
no airline will promote the 
availability of drinks, that a 
limit of two drinks to a pas- 
senger will be adhered to and 
that no drink will contain more 
than 1.6 ounces of alcoholic 
beverage. 

The airlines uncorked their 
two-drink rule in an apparent 
effort to head off a move in 
Congress for complete aerial 
prohibition. The House Inter- 
state and Foreign Commerce 
Committee has approved a bill 
forbidding the serving of drinks 
on airlines. 

Only six of the 47 domestic 
airlines serve drinks—some at 
a dollar a shot and some free. 


_Two other lines serve wine only. 


The new agreement does not 
include the serving of beer and 
wine.

TOKYO, July 5 (AP) — 
Japan’s meteorological research 
institute said today the United 
States exploded a “super urani- 
um bomb” June 13 in the Pa- 
cific testing grounds. 
stitute based its report on an 
analysis of radioactive rain 
which fell between June 21 and 
June 23 in Tokyo. 


“There is no mistake that a 
super uranium bomb was test- 
ed,’ the institute said in a 
statement. “The date was 
June 13.” 

The Japanese weather bureau 
and other Japanese sources 
previously have reported that 
nuclear test explosions appar- 
ently took place in the Bikini 
area on May 28, June 26 and 
last Monday. The United States 
Atomic Energy Commission has 
refused to confirm or deny that 
tests were made on those dates. 

The first test explosion by 
the United States this year at 
Bikini was on May 5. On May 
21 a hydrogen bomb was ex- 
ploded. The AEC said its test 
series would continue through 
June. 

The meteorological research 
institutes’ statement described a 
“super uranium bomb’ as 
“greatly superior in explosive 
power.” It said the analysis 
of rainwater showed a large 
amount of uranium 237, which 
it said can come only from a 
bomb having uranium 238 as its 
chief ingredient. 

Japanese sources said the 
super uranium bomb appeared 
to be a standard A-bomb with 
a wrap-around shell of cheap, 
ordinary uranium-238. 

They hinted there might be 
some new way of making much 
of this ordinary U-238 explode 
to boost the power or the radio- 
activity from the A-bomb itself. 
U-238 does not split spontane- 
ously, as does U-235 or plu- 
tonium, either of which can be 
the explosive heart of an A- 
bomb. 

An outer jacket of U-238 is 
reportedly used to make super 
H-bombs. An A-bomb is the 
trigger for thé regular H-bomb, 
which fuses hydrogen atoms.

Won't Work, Union Says. 

Officers of the International 
Union of Oil, Chemical and 
Atomic Workers, AFL-CIO, told 
the Post-Dispatch today the 
strikers would refuse to return 
to their jobs under state seiz- 
ure. William Wynn, a spokes- 
man, repeated the contention 
that the King-Thompson act, 
prohibiting utility strikes or 
lockouts, is unconstitutional.

Two Pieces of Metal, 
One From TWA Ship, 
Other From United 
Reported Wedged 
Together.

GRAND CANYON VILLAGE, 
July 5 (UP)—New evidence 
tending to indicate a collision 
between a Trans World Airlines 
Super-Constellation and a Unit- 
ed Air Lines DC-7 before they 
plunged into Grand Canyon 
was found today in the wreck- 
age of the U.A.L. plane. 

The evidence is a ‘sizable 
piece” of the cowling from one 
of the U.A.L. plane's engines 
and a piece of red-colored 
twisted metal wedged in it, ap- 
parently from the T.W.A. plane, 
found by a helicopter crew who 
landed at the site this morning 
_ Jack Parshall, in charge of 
the Civil Aeronautics Board in- 
vestigation, said the metal taken 
from the U.A.L. crash scene 
this morning ‘demonstrates 
nothing to me at this time.” 


A reporter representing the 
Kansas City Star claimed he 
saw the two pieces of metal 
wedged together, because he 


was present when the pieces of 
wreckage were taken from the 
helicopter. 


House Group Inquiry. 


Meanwhile, a House subcom- 
mittee studying air traffic de- 
cided today to make an on-the- 
spot investigation of the two- 
plane crash that killed 128 per- 
sons Saturday in commercial 
aviation’s worst disaster.

Spriggs was the first person 
to reach the DC-7 wreckage. 
He found two pieces of metal, 
and said they were wedged 
together. 

Comments on Markings. 

A U.A.L. spokesman said the 
markings on one piece of metal 
were similar to those on TWA 
airliners. But, he said, United 
Airliners also have a thin red 
stripe on part of the tail sec- 


tion. 
The U.A.L. spokesman said 
also it was not certain from 


which part of the airplane the 
piece of metal came. 

A second helicopter landed 
and left mountain climbers Tom 
Batson and L. Davis Lewis, 
both of Boulder, Colo., on the

128 Killed in Crash. 


The double crash last Satur- 
day claimed 128 lives and was 
commercial aviation’s worst. 

The successful! helicopter 
landings this morning came as 
a second attempt was being 
made by a team of Colorado 
mountaineers to reach the 
charred wreckage of the DC-7. 

Darkness forced four climb- 
ers to halt operations yesterday 
but they were confident of 
reaching the wreckage of the 
DC-7 in their second attempt.

gram of federal aid. 
| A rollcall vote of 250 to 168 
' reversed an earlier decision and 
‘killed a previously approved 
formula basing each state's as- 
, sistance on a percentage of the 
| State's federal income tax pay- 
| ments. 

The income tax plan had re- 
placed a proposal for a five- 
year $1,500,000,000 program. 

As the bill originally came 
from the Education Committee 
it had called for a $1,600,000,- 
000 four-year program, and the 
House went back to this. 

The jockeying produced a 
parliamentary tangle during 
which the House, to the sur- 
prise of many members, 
| khocked out the controversial 


anti-segregation -<ider. It was 
| promptly put back in. 
Again sponsored by Repre- 


sentative Adam Clayton Powell, 
New York City Negro Demo- 
crat, the rider went back in 
new language declaring that 
none of the proposed federal 
school construction funds should 
go to states which fail “to com- 
ply with the decisions of the 
Supreme Court.” The vote on 
this second Powell amendment 
was 177 to 123.

NEW YORK, July 5 (AP)—| 
Former President Harry S. Tru- 
man had breakfast today with 
Gov. Averell Harriman, a con- 
tender for the Democratic | 
presidential nomination, and 
said afterward “we did not dis- | | 
cuss candidates.” 

“We talked about everything | 
under the sun—my trip to Eu- 


rope, the forthcoming Demo- | 
| cratic convention, the welfare | 


of the country and the welfare | 
of the world,” Truman said. 

“We also discussed the: forth- | 
coming Democratic victory in | 
November,” Harriman said. | 

On his customary morning 
walk before breakfast, Truman 
'Trepeated his intention to re- 
main neutral in the Adlai Ste.| 
venson-Harriman rivalry for the | 
nomination. 

The statement was in re-| 
sponse to a question on his at- | 
titude toward the possible can- 
| didacy of Senator Stuart M. | 
| Symington of Missouri for the | 
Democratic nomination. 

“I’m in the same position as 
with Harriman and Stevenson; 
I want to remain neutral,” Tru- 
man said. 

Comments on Kefauver. 

In reply to another question 
he remarked that he had said 
in Europe that “I was very 
happy when Senator (Estes) 
Kefauver was defeated in Cali- 
fornia.” 

“T have an inclination toward | 
somebody else besides Kefau- | 
ver,” Truman said after break- 
fast. “But I don’t like to dis- 
cuss it because he (Kefauver) | 
might be nominated and I} 
would have to support him.” | 

Harriman remarked that “I | 
have never said anything 
‘against any of the candidates. 
Some Democrats are not my 
kind of Democrats, but Steven- 
son and Kefauver are my kind.” 

Truman said he _ probably 
would meet with Stevenson | 
later in Chicago. 

“Gov. Harriman and I have | 
been the closest of friends since | 
I was Vice President,’ Truman | 
said. “Mr, Stevenson and I have | 
been close friends since he was 
Governor of Illinois.” 

When asked whether iad 
would be active in support of | 
Stevenson if he is nominated, | 
as he would be for Harriman, 
the former President said “I'll | 
be in there fighting wherever | 
they want me. 

Truman said he would be | 
visited this afternoon by Mrs. | | 
|India Edwards, who recently | 
resigned as vice chairman of | 
'the Democratic national com- | 
campaign. | 

When Truman and Harriman | 
met on the sidewalk outside the | 
Governor's residence, Harriman 
said, “Since I’ve last seen you

MOSCOW, July 5—Six of the 
rulers of the Soviet Union 


helped celebrate the Fourth of 
July at a party in the garden 
of Spasso house, residence of 
United States Ambassador 
Charles E. Bohlen. 

The Kremlin figures, led by 
Premier Bulganin and party 
chief Nikita S. Khrushchev, 
mingled freely with about 75 
American tourists and posed 
patiently for photographs. 

Since the easing of the “cold 
war,” it was the second succes- 
sive Fourth of July celebration 
here attended by ranking Soviet 
leaders. Previously, they were 
represented on the Fourth by 
middle-rank diplomatic officers. 

Marshal Bulganin, standing 
with Khrushchev, the present 
and former foreign ministers, 
Dmitri T. Shepilov and Vyache- 
slav M. Molotov, former Pre- 
mier Georgi M. Malenkov, First 
Deputy Premier Mikhail G Per- 
vukhin. and Bohlen, lifted his 
glass of Scotch in this toast: 

“On behalf of all of us pres- 
ent and on behalf of the Soviet 
government, we send greetings 
to the American people and we 
raise our glasses to the health 
of President Eisenhower.” 

Unlike their practice at many 
such national celebrations, the 
Soviet leaders did not choose to 
make statements of major po- 
litical importance. The con- 
versation therefore, was polite, 
cordial and full of what passes 


for witticism in diplomatic 
circles here. 

Secretary-General Dag Ham- 
marskjold of the United Na- 


tions, who is on a brief mission 
here, walked: up to the ruling 
group without a highball in his 
hand 

“We're all armed here,” Bul- 
ganin told him, “but you're 
not.” 

“Well!” exclaimed Khrush- 
chev, “that’s because the Swedes 
are neutral. Yours is the best 
position.” 

Khrushchev explained to 
questioners that he -and other 
Soviet leaders “have our dif- 
ferences,” and that the presidi- 


agreement. 
Ile pointed to Malenkov and 
Molotov, and said: “We have 


had our differences, but they 


were not noticeable.” 

A tourist told Khrushchev 
that the Russians had a lot to 
learn about agriculture. 

“We still have a lot to do and 
we still have a lot to learn from 
America,” the party leader said, 
“but they say they will not let 
us in. They are afraid we might 
find out secrets of how to milk 
cows.” 

Bohlen disclosed one Ameri- 
can agricultural secret. The 
food situation being what it is, 
he is growing corn in his gar- 
den. “As you see,” he said, 
“we're following the general 
line of the party.’’ 

This was a reference to the 
Communist party policy, closely 
identified with Khrushchev, for 
a massive increase in corn pro- 
duction in the Soviet Union. 

After inspecting the corn 
with Mrs. Bohlen, Khrushchev 
said. “I am glad .to see that 
American corn grows so well in 
Russian soil.”’ 

The Russians also met Metro- 
politan Opera Co. Tenor Jan 
Peerce, whose concert tour here 
has been a considerable success. 
Khrushchev turned to Bohlen 
and said, “You ought to har- 
monize certain voices in the

The Lender’s Rake-off 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

This is about the vicious “point 
system” employed with regard to 
real estate loans. Several readers 
complained of this racket recently 
and I am certain they expressed the 
feelings of thousands of would-be 
home sellers in this area. 

A “point,” by the way, actually 
means 1 per cent. If you want to ob- 
tain an FHA or G.I. loan for a pros- 
pective buyer of your home you must 
agree with the realtor to pay a cer- 
tain number of points—from three 
on up to as much as 15—in order to 
get the kindly old bank or loan asso- 
ciation to give your buyer a 442 or 5 
per cent loan. The lender is prohib- 
ited by law from charging the buyer 
more than 1 per cent for this service. 

Thus, a home owner like myself, 
whose family has outgrown his pres- 
ent house, finds that the equity he 
has slowly built up over four or five 
years all but disappears when the 
lender's rake-off is added to the usu- 
al 5 per cent charged by the realtor. 

There's another aspect to this situ- 
ation. It may be true that the real 
estate people do not get a kickback 
on the extra fee paid to the lender, 
but they certainly do have all the 
money for FHA or G.I. loans tied 
up. I thought perhaps I could af- 
ford to pay the lender his points if 
I could sell my house myself and 
thus save most of the fee that would 
be paid to the realtor. An attorney 
friend said he would handle the deal 
for a small charge. 

The attorney then made numerous 
inquiries at banks and savings and 
loan associations in order to give 
me a place to refer a prospective 
buyer. Nobody was interested. He 
let the various firms know that I was 
willing to pay any reasonable per- 
centage (points) if they would loan 
a qualified person enough money to 
buy my house, but they said posi- 
tively not. 

The small loan companies are pre- 
vented by state law from charging 
more than a fair rate of interest, but 
apparently there is no law that regu- 
lates how much money can be made 
from a real estate loan. 

I guess that in order to obtain 
such a law all we would have to do 
is organize the would-be house sell- 


ers and outmaneuver the money 
lenders. Nothing to it.

Behind the Scenes 


A most unusual book was published the first 
of this week—“Eisenhower: The Inside Story,” 
by Robert J. Donovan, a Washington correspond- 
ent for the New York Herald Tribune for the 
last 16 years. Indeed the book is so unusual that 
another outstanding Washington correspondent, 
Richard L. Strout of The Christian Science 
Monitor, begins his review of it in The New York 
Times by saying: “It is hard to see how in- 
formed arguments either for or against the 
Eisenhower Administration can be carried on 
hereafter without wide reference to this book.” 

The first thing to know about the book is 
that it is the handiwork of warm friends of the 
Eisenhower Administration. The Herald Tribune 
is the leading Republican voice in daily journal- 
ism. Mr. Donovan's newspaper, like Mr. Strout’s, 
backs the President consistently. Both supported 
his candidacy enthusiastically in 1952. 

The next thing to know is that the book is 
based in substantial part on the official steno- 
graphic reports of Eisenhower Cabinet meet- 
ings. These records were opened to Mr. Donovan 
by one or more White House officials, presum- 
ably in the expectation that the book he wrote 
would help the President and his Administration. 

. * ~ 

This release of Cabinet minutes to one news- 
paper man for use in a book by him has sparked 
a lively and acrimonious controversy. James B. 
Reston, chief Washington correspondent of The 
New York Times, has even written a public let- 
ter in his own newspaper, which puts the charge 
of “hypocrisy” against those who opened up the 
secret records. This is in reply to a letter from 
Richard H. Rovere, New Yorker correspondent. 
Members of Congress and others have entered 
the debate. 

The Post-Dispatch position on the row is that 
it is the Eisenhower Administration’s business 
what it does with the minutes of its own Cabi- 
net meetings. We belieVe that readers of the 
book will find the disclosures of such intense 
interest that they will be glad the White House 
opened its closed records to Mr. Donovan. 

For these hitherto secret reports show that 
President Eisenhower, far from being continu- 
ously serene and apart from intra-party battles 
of the Republicans, was human enough to be 
sickened by the G.O.P. civil war that marked 
the years 1953 and 1954. This was when the 
President's party controlled Congress as well as 
the White House. Mr. Eisenhower naturally was 
mystified as to why so many Republican Sena- 
tors and Representatives would not co-operate 
with their elected President. 

The Donovan narrative takes the reader be- 
hind the scenes and shows that although the 
President presented an appearance of serenity 
to the country he seethed with anger during 
Senator McCarthy’s war against the Department 
of the Army, the State Department and the 
White House. The President is quoted as calling 
the Wisconsin Republican “that guy” and saying 
he would “not get in the gutter” with him. Mr. 
Eisenhower even suggested, perhaps only partly 
in jest, that “it might be a good idea for the 
Kremlin to put McCarthy on its payroll.” 

The endless wrangling over the many ver- 
sions of the constitutional amendment sponsored 
by G.O.P. Senator Bricker of Ohio exhausted 
the President’s patience. The “hauling, hair- 
splitting and negotiatian” so “wearied and irked 
him” that on one eceasion Mr. Eisenhower 
sought refuge by leaving the Cabinet room and 
going into his office to pray. The President was 
saved from “severe political defeat” by the fact 
that the Bricker forces lacked just one vote on 
the showdown—the vote cast by the late Demo- 
cratic Senator Kilgore of West Virginia. 

a ~ x 

How different the public impression of White 
House calm was from the reality can be judged 
from Mr. Donovan's choice of words to describe 
the President’s reactions to all these “harass- 
ments” and “frustrations.” He was “infuriated.” 
He was “hopping mad.” He “bristled” and 
“fumed” and “boiled over.” He went up “in an 
utter blaze.” : 

Things grew so bad that the President even 
“gave prolonged thought to the idea of a new 
political party” with those Republicans and 
others who believed in his program and cared 
enough about it to support him. When serious 
study showed Mr. Eisenhower how difficult it 
was to get anywhere with a third party he de- 
cided to try to remake the Republican party. 
This effort got snarled up in the 1954 congres- 
sional campaign when he backed such anti- 
Fisenhower Republicans as Joseph T. Meek 
against Senator Douglas in Illinois. The result 
was the Republicans lost both the Senate and 
House and the President at last was freed from 
the millstone of the control of Congress by his 
own divided party. 

This digest touches on only a few af the high 
spots ef Mr. Donovan's book, which is an earn- 
est, painstaking effort to tell the American peo- 


ple what their Government really has been like 


far the last three and a half years. The debate 
over the propriety of release of the offijeial ma- 
terial ought not be allowed to obscure the por- 
trait of the President, motivated by the best of 
intentions and achieving much good, but so often 
uninformed on important matters and more or 
less steadily under fire from his awn troops. 
Never befare has such a book come out six 
weeks before the nominating conventions and 
only four months before a presidential election.

Whose Right to Work? 

Louisiana has just wiped a “right-to-work’”’ 
law off its books, reducing the number of states 
with such laws from 18 to 17. Gov. Earl Long 
had opposed the anti-union shop measure, as 
had labor unions. The campaign to keep the 
legislation was led by road building contractors, 
the sugar cane industry and other employer 
groups. This has become the traditional line-up 
for and against “right-to-work” and explains 
why Gov. Fred Hall of Kansas, in vetoing a 
similar bill, said he doubted that it was meant 
to protect anybody's right to work. After some 
experience, Louisiana now agrees. 
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Time to Pass the Parking Bills 

Alderman Archie Blaine af the Sixth ward 
says he will not attempt to invoke thé peren- 
nial legislative abuse known as “aldermanic 
courtesy” in his peculiar fight against the down- 
town parking-garage measures. That is only as 
it should be; Mr. Blaine has made no concession. 
The 28 other aldermen must be free to deal 
with the proposals on their merits. 

The facts make a most compelling case for 
the two garages, to be built by the city if the 
aldermen give approval. First and foremost, an 
outside engineering survey, paid for with pub- 
lic funds, clearly discloses the need for a sub- 
stantial number of additional off-street parking 
spaces downtown. — F 

Second, downtown businesses—large firms and 
small—not only agree with the engineering con- 
clusion but are willing to put up $1,000,000 of 
their own money to help make the structures 
a reality. Third, declines in downtown property 
values that will inevitably occur if more off- 


street parking is not soon provided will be re- 
flected in higher taxes (and rents) throughout 
the rest of the city. 

The only real opposition to the proposals 
comes from the commercial garage and parking 
lot operators, a group with a strong vested in- 
terest in seeing that downtown parking con- 
tinues to be scarce and expensive. 
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To Prevent Midair Collisions 

The growing evidence now proves almost be- 
yond doubt that the two airliners collided before 
they carried 128 men, women and children to 
death in Arizona's Grand Canyon last Saturday. 

It is months and sometimes a year before the 
Civil Aeronautics Board returns its verdict and 
by then the accident is little remembered by 
the general public. Regardless of the CAB 
finding in this biggest disaster of the commer- 
cial airlines, the pressing need for better air 
traffic control has long been emphasized. 

The Air Line Pilots Association has 
emphasizing it since 1946. The Flight Safety 
Foundation has cited it. The Air Transport 
Association co-operated in a survey last year 
that revealed there were four near-collisions of 
airliners every day. Last January a special 
advisory group of eight men qualified in the 
aviation field reported to the Budget Bureau 
that the nation’s 20-year-old air traffic control 
system kept the airlines in constant peril. 

It warned that “even more dangerous condi- 
tions can be anticipated” unless aviation facili- 
ties (airports, navigation aids, traffic guiding 
devices and communication systems) are put 
on a par with air traffic growth and aircraft de- 
velopment. 

A few days later President Eisenhower created 
the new post of Special Assistant for Aviation 
Facilities Planning and named Edward P. Curtis, 
a vice president of Eastman Kodak Co., to 
the office. With most of: the major airlines 
expecting to begin flying 600-mile-an-hour jets 
in 1959 or 1960, and with an air traffic control 
system that belongs to the day of 180-mile-an- 
hour planes, the appointment was rather tardy. 


The leadership necessary for putting obsolete 
aviation facilities on a par with today’s planes 
might well have come from the Civil Aeronau- 
tics Administration. But the CAA, which is un- 
der the Department of Commerce, has been in 
an unsettled state since Secretary of Commerce 
Weeks took office in 1953. 

Frederick B. Lee, the CAA head, was sum- 
marily fired last December by Weeks after Lee 
had sought more funds for aviation facilities. 
The Senate Aviation subcommittee headed by 
Senator A. S. Mike Monroney of Oklahoma is 
still investigating this ouster and Mr. Weeks’s 
handling of the CAA. It may well be that what 
Senator Monroney and Mr. Lee call Secretary 
Weeks’'s “penny-pinching policies” are respon- 
sible for the lag in aviation facilities. 

What is needed, particularly with the com- 
ing advent of the jet airliner, is direct radar 
observation and assistance from traffic control 
centers from coast to coast. A block system con- 
trol with radar surveillance has been in effect 
experimentally for a year on the lanes between 
Washington and New York. The sooner this 
is undertaken on a nation-wide scale the sooner

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When the Law Steps In 

Gov. Donnelly put it up squarely to the La- 
clede Gas Co. and their employes: Either get to- 
gether, resume full operations while negotiations 
go on or see the King-Thompson Act in force. 

The King-Thompson Act, which was drawn by 
the Missouri Legislature and signed by Gev. 
Donnelly in his first term, makes the Governor 
a part of the machinery designed to prevent 
utility work stoppages. Gov. Donnelly would 
be ignoring a law he has sworn to uphold were 
he not invoking it. 


A chief point of dispute is whether private 
contractors or gas company employes shall 
make “riser” connections which are necessary 
before gas can flow into an’appliance. The lat- 
est developments in negotiations are a union 
proposal concerning this point of contention and 
the proposal’s rejection by the company. 


This may be an important issue to both the 
company and the unien. It is only a detail to 
the public. And it is even less than that to the 
Missouri law. 

There is only one place to settle a public 
utility dispute and it is not on the picket line. 
It is around the conference table. Company 
officials as well as union members have obliga- 
tions to see that a breakdown does not occur. 
And when a breakdown does oceur, the King- 
Thompson Act makes seizure by the authority of 
the state—and that means the people of Mis- 
souri—mandatory. Already there has been an 
intelerable cessation of service to some thou- 
sands of homes.

Knocking out the awards for the most 
obedient and the fattest dogs, we would venture 
that a lop-eared, flea-bitten, bleary-eyed, splay- 
footed, plain ole yaller hound dawg from the 
Missouri Ozarks would have carried off all the 
other prizes at the Potten End dog show. 
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The Meaning of ‘an American’

Five-Year Labor Contracts? 


The Mirror 
of 


Public Opinion 


Steel, like Westinghouse last fall, raises issue; long term pacts 
theoretically improve employe morale, reduce management 
harassments, enable both sides ta plan ahead better; Fed- 
eral Mediation Service calls it most significant recent trend.

For the second time in less than a 
year a management demand for a long- 
term labor agreement is a major issue 
in critical contract bargaining. 

Last fall the Westinghouse Electric 
Corporation made a five-year pact an 
integral part of its settlement proposals 
to the International Union of Electrical 
Workers. : 

IUE rejected the long-term proposal, 
and 50,000 IUE workers struck at West- 
inghouse for 156 days—in the third 


longest nationwide 
walkout since the 
turn of the cen- 
tury. 

The corporation 
and union finally 
settled their long 


and at times vio- 
lent dispute in 
March. The IUE 
agreed, reluctantly, 
te a five-year term, 
with limited reap- 
enings on non-eco- 
nomic issues. 

Early this year 
the basic steel in- 
dustry — in which Welter Reuther 
172 eompanies employ 650,000 steel- 
workers—asked the United Steelwork- 
ers for a “stabilizing” five-year con- 
tract with automatic annual wage pro- 
gressions based on national gains in 
productivity. 

USW replied that it is interested only 
in contracts limited to one or two 
years. 


Lines were drawn taut on this issue 
when United States Steel, Bethlehem 
Steel, and Republic Ste¢@l negotiatars 
said flatly that they would sign for no 
less than a five-year paet, and union 
officers retorted, just as* adamantly, 
that they would net agree to “mortgage 
an unpredictable future” with an agree- 
ment running into 1961. 


New Issue for Steel 

The demand for a long-term contract 
is a new one far the steel industry, al- 
though there has been a définite trend 
in recent years to labor agreements ef 
from three to five years ih other in- 
dustries. ‘ 

General Motors Corp. and the United 
Automobile Workers started it in May, 
1950, when they negotiated a five-year 
“plan for labor peace” based on afhnual- 
improvement-factor (productivity) 
raises and an escalator clause linking 
hourly pay with the rise and fall of the 
government's cost-of-living index. 

The plan spread through the automo- 
bile industry into the farm equipment 
industry, outward into other fields. 

The GM-UAW pattern contract was 
hailed by UAW'’s president, Walter P. 
Reuther, and Charles E. Wilsan, then 
head of GM, as “historic” and “the 
greatest step forward in automobile 
union history.” 

Mr. Wilson also described it as “un- 
precedented” and forecast that the five- 
year pattern for contraets, if followed 
generally, would haye “a stabilizing in- 
fluence | on the economy of ‘the 
whole country.” 


Mr. Wilson’s Arguments 


The advantages of the long-term pact 
stressed jubilantly by Mr. Wilson in 
1950 are still being cited, by the steel 
industry amongothers, as arguments for 
contracts extending three or more 
years. 

Annual negotiations and perennial 


strikes or threats of walkouts are elim- . 


inated, so employe moral] is better and 
management harassments are reduced. 
Companies can plan ahead, knowing 
generally what labor costs will be. 
Workers can look into the future with 
some af the same sense of security. 
Altogether, everyone benefits — at 
least in theory. 
A few other unions, including the 
ters, soon were pressing for long- 
term contracts. Others were wary of 
them. The United Steelworkers, under 
the leadership of the late Philip Murray, 


president also of CIO, said flatly that 
it would not under any circumstances 
accept the GM-UAW formula for ex- 
tended contraet substituting automatic 
inereases in pay for wage bargaining. 

The United Mine Workegs, then as 
now an independent union, was sharply 
critical of the terms accepted by the 
UAW; John L. Lewis charged Mr. Reu- 
ther with “ignoring the best interests” 
of the automobile werkers in an “expe 
dient” settlement. 

Many automobile unionists grew rest- 
ive during the five-year term of their 
contract. When bargaining began on a 
new agreement last spring the UAW 
made clear that it would not commit 
itself again to a five-year agreement. 

The union demanded a one-year con- 
tract or, at most, a two-year pact, with 
a reopening on wages after a year. 

GM, in a parallel to the position be- 
ing taken in basic steel this year, coun- 
ter-demanded another five-year pact. 

For a time the opposed positions on 
the duration of the new automobile 
contract appeared likely to put a stum- 
bling bleck in the way of a peaceful 
settlement in 1950. However, the par- 
ties campromised finally on a three- 
year term with 6-cent to 8'4-cent raises. 


Looking for Compromise 


The basic steel offer of a five-year 
contract included a “package” of in- 
creases valued by the industry at 65 
cents over the period to 1961, including 
average 7.4-cent raises annually.

The type of animal best suited to 
this work of careful skidding should 
have “a wide, well-museled chest, with 
heavy shoulders.”

His 
age should run from five to nine years. 
With such an animal, and an intelligent 
teamster, the highly impartant task of 
thinning timber and skidding logs can 
be dene cheaply, and with infinitely 
less damage to trees,

Between Book Ends 


Winning the Consumer 
EFFECTIVE ADVERTISING COPY, by Merrill Be 

Voe. (Macmillan Co., 717 wes.; $8.75.) 

DeVoe has packed his book with ob- 
servations—and sdme contradictions— 
that are bound to be of interest te any- 
one in the advertising fraternity, He 
concerns himself almest entirely with 
the printed media. With preper credits, 
he barrows liberally from the writings 
and utterances of others. 

The auther intended his hook as a 
text for college courses in writing ad- 
vertising. Given critical analysis, it 
should prove of better than average 
value there. The older and traditionally 
ulcerated advertising people will find 
in DeVoe’s pages much that has gene 
before. Yet, he does a mast thorough 
job of exploring the most modern tech- 
niques for evaluating the effectiveness 
of advertising messages among cen- 
sumers. 

It is true to all who can read that 
most of the guesswork and virtually 
all of the mumbojumbo of very early 
advertising have yanished, but they 
have not been gupplanted by any fool- 


proof practice, as any reliable agency 
é 


will tell a prespective client. 


DeVoe concedes the trial-and-error 
element in the advertising business— 
which, of course, exists in all businesses 
—on the final page of his work when 
he says that conscientious advertising 
follows fact-based generalizations. This 
is in conflict with a quotation in Chap- 
ter One. 


It is the renawned Claude Hopkins 
whom DeVoe quotes as saying in 1923: 
“Advertising has, in some _ hands, 
reached the status of a science. . 
The correet methads of procedure have 
been proved and estahjished, We knew 
what is most effective and we act on 
basic laws.” This is 1956. 


In 1956 the Starch Reports, to which 
the author refers frequently, give regu-

lar listings of current advertising and : 


these reports indicate that there are 
just about as many losers as there are 


advertisements that steal the show with ~ 


readers. While it ig true that many 
agencjes serve the same clients year 
after year, it is also true that many 
advertisers change agencies frem time 
to time, indicating that they do not feel 
that they have been served by methods 
“proved correct and established." 


One of the most interesting chapters 
examines effective and dead-tired head- 
lines. DeVoe really takes off the gleves 
when he analyzes headlines with seant 
regard for the delicate susceptibilities 
of their writers.

Viee President Warns 
Asians Against Using Neu- 
trality to Outwit Reds. 


MANILA, July 5 (AP)—Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon, 
visiting the Philippines as 
President Eisenhower's repre- 
sentative, today toured Corregi- 
dor Island, 

Nixon and his wife were ac- 
companied by President and 
Mrs. Ramon Magsaysay on the 
trip te the World War II island 
fortress across Manila hay. 

Nixon arrived here Tuesday 
ta attend the celebration of the 
tenth anniversary of Philippine 
independence. 

In an Independence day 
speech yesterday at Manila’s 
Lupeta park, Nixon warned the 
nations of Asia against trying 
to outmaneuver Communist im- 
perialism by a policy of “friend- 
ly neutrality.” Obviously mean- 
ing India, Indonesia, Burma 
and Ceylon, he said Asia's neu- 
trals have “far more to gain by 
standing together with the free 
nations than by remaining 
aloof.” 

Speaking of the Philippines, 
Nixon said: “We.are Ariends, 
we are allies and make no mis- 
take about it, we are equal.” 

Manila newspapers today 
hailed Nixon’s visit and the 
joint statement issued by the 
Vice President and Magsaysay 
Tuesday concerning United 
States bases in the Philippines. 
In the statement, the United 
States agreed to give the Phil- 
ippines ownership of all the big 
United States bases in the 
islands. The Philippines agreed 
to contribute additional land 
deemed necessary by both gov- 
ernments for strengthening the 
defense system. 

The Nixons leave tomorrow 
for Saigon, South Viet Nam. 

The assistant White House 
physician, Lt. Col. Walter 
Tkach, is accompanying Nixon 
on his Far Eastern tour. 

Presidential Press Secretary 
James C. Hagerty said at Get- 
tysburg, Pa., that in the past 
Nixon always has been accam- 
panied by a doctor fram the 
armed services on his official 
travels outside the country. 

While this is the first time 
Dr. Tkach has gone along, Hag- 
erty said it was possible because 
of the continued presence at 
Gettysburg of the chief White 
House physician, Maj. Gen.

This recent process brings 
coffee, shortenings, yeast and 
other products to the market in 
fresher condition. 

You probably are familiar with 
the vacuum packing of foods, 
which means packing in the ab- 
sence of oxygen. Pressure pack- 
ing gees a little farther. 

The freezing of air is a pre- 
liminary step in this newest 
technique. To freeze air, tech- 
nologists first reduce it to a 
liquid, which is gradually 
warmed until the nitrogen 
comes out of the liquid air. The 
nitrogen, subsequently used to 
replace oxygen in the pressure 
packing process, protects the 
flavor and freshness of foods 
until the can or package is 
opened. 

Take coffee, for example. Be- 
cause a great amount of the 
coffee flavor is lost at fhe mo- 
ment of grinding, it is impor- 
tant to pack the product as soon 
as possible in an oxygen-free 
atmosphere. In pressure-pack- 
ing, the coffee may be packed 
immediately after grinding, 
while it is still warm. In vacuum 
packing it is necessary to allow 
the coffee to cool completely, 
thus permitting possible loss of 
flavor. 

Pressure-packing further pro- 
tects the flavgr once the coffee 
is in the container because the 
nitrogen pushes,. rather than 
rolls, against the coffee grains 
‘'th the result that more of 
‘» flavorful oils remain in the 

fee. 

-*ressure-packed coffee can be 
i ntified by a rounded top on 
{ 2 ean which, if firm when 
r ‘essed, indicates that the pres- 
cure is complete and the coffee 
is fresh.

NEW YORK. 

UMMER is upon us and the heat seems to have 

sent the television writers’ imaginations soaring. 

I can’t say whether it's a trend but there seems 
to be an awful lot of the fanciful, the fey and the 
weird going around 
the drama programs. 
In the last couple of 
weeks one actor grew 
wings and threatened 
to use them, another 
one flew to the polar 
star and flying sau- 
cers flew all over the 
place. 

This sort of thing 
requires that the au- 
dience suspend, as 
they say, belief, and

THERE WILL BE times when this child feels a bit 
down. Don’t immediately think he is in for an illness. See 
if he won't feel better for an hour in the open air and 
sunshine.

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Persia's. Gift. to Backyard Chefs 


Veal, Beefsteak and Seafood, as Well as Lamb, Used in Kebabs 


By Hoyt Alden 


EBSTER'S dictionary calls 
them cabobs, which is an 
version of the 
Persian word, kebab. They're 
also called kebabs in most Per- 
sian or Iranian recipes, and 
from time to time you find 
them referred to as shish-ke- 
babs and shish-kabobs. You can 
pay your money and take your 
choice. 

But since the dish originated 
in Persia a long time ago, per- 
haps it would be only fitting 
and proper to use the Persian 
word, which is kebab. It refers, 
in a general sort of way, to 
meat roasted in small pieces on 
a skewer. The Persians did it 
only one way, but in recent 
years it has become a great 
favorite with the backyard chefs 
and, as usually happens under 
such circumstances, there are 
now several dozen variations, 
which is all right too, because 
most of them are good and some 
of them are excellent. 


The original Persian recipe, 
which I managed to dig up after 
extensive research into an old 
Persian cookbook, went like 
this: 

Get two pounds of lean loin 
or leg of lamb and cut it in 
inch and a half cubes. Slice two 
large onions in slices thick 
enough so they'll stay on the 
skewer, and slice several good 
firm tomatoes the same way. 
Cut a green pepper into squares 
about the size of the meaf 
cubes. 

Mix a half cup of olive oil 
with salt and pepper to taste, 
and sprinkle it over the meat 
and vegetables and let them sit 
in a cool place for three hours. 


When you're ready to cook, 
put skewers through the meat 
and pieces of vegetable alter- 
nately, and then broil them 
slowly over a moderate flame, 
turning them frequently, until 
all is well browned and done.

HAT’S the original kebab, 
but the variations are almost 
endless and, whereas the Per- 
sians used only lamb for this 
dish, some of the modern vari- 
ations include veal, beefsteak, 
and even seafood. As a matter 
of fact you can make up your 
own combination. The oil dress-

ing too has progressed from the 
simple oil and salt and pepper 
to some pretty fancy combina- 
tions. Here’s a good one: 

Mix a half cup of olive oil 
with a chopped onion, a 
chopped glove of garlic, some 
freshly ground pepper, a pinch 
of poultry seasoning, a pinch 
of basil, two tablespoons of 
chopped parsley, a tablespoon 
of vinegar and a half teaspoon 
of dry mustard. 

Now, for suggested items to 
go on the skewer, there are 
squares of veal, chunks of lamb, 
chunks of steak, chicken livers, 
pieces of sweetbread, squares 
of green pepper, large, fresh 
mushrooms, little tomatoes or 
thick slices of tomato and so 
on. You can use them all, or 


you can put together your fav- 
orite combination. 

Soak them all in the sauce 
for three hours or more, and 
impale them on the skewer and 
cook them slowly. 

A good seafood kebab is made 
with clams and squares of fresh 
fish. Marinate the clams in 
French dressing and the fish in 
red wine to which a bay leaf 
and some salt and pepper have 
been added.

Communism. Capitalism, in the 
broadest sense, gives primacy 
to the profit-principle and thus

Communism, or Socialism, is 
a reaction against Capitalism. 
The older forms of Capitalism 
in the nineteenth century made 
economic. processes independ- 
ent of church, Bible, morality 
and the state. Its most common 
expression was: “I can do with 
my wealth and my property 
whatever I want.” That kind 
of Capitalism produced a con- 
centration of wealth in the 
hands of the few, and the im- 
poverishment of the masses. 

A reaction against this took 
place in some democratic so0-

cieties by the state stepping in 
to protect individuals against 
exploitation. Stock market 
transactions were controlled, 
labor unions encouraged to or- 
ganize to protect the masses, 
labor relations boards set up, 
credit supervised by the state, 
and social benefits such as old- 
age pensions extended to all 
citizens. 

More and more the state or 
politics began to supervise eco- 
nomic processes. Free exchange, 
or the market-principle, thus 
became subject in some degree 
to political regulation and social 
planning. 
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COMMUNISM represented 
the extreme of this solution by 
jumping to the other extreme. 
From the primacy of economics, 
Communism jumped to the pri- 
macy of politics. The market- 
principle gave way to the state- 
principle, or control by the 
party bureaucracy. 


Because property® rights 
were abused to some extent by 
older Capitalism, Communism 
denied the right to all property. 
Personal rights were denied for 
the sake of social use, and this 
was accomplished by violent 
confiscation. Because free press 
was sometimes but rarely 
abused to defend the older cap- 
italistic exploitation, Commu- 
nism destroyed freedom of the 
press, allowing its existence 
only when, as the Soviet con- 
stitution puts it, it is used to 
support the socialist state.

dividual affair; because it was 
not permitted to moralize on 
economic processes which were 
eonsidered amoral, the Commu- 
nists went to the other extreme 
of saying that religion was a 
defender of the property rights 
and, therefore, should be li- 
quidated and abolished. 

Because the suffrage and the 
free ballot were occasionally 
abused by the older form of 
Capitalism, to elect those who 
would defend the certain eco- 
nomic “barons,” the Commu- 
nists went to the extreme of 
abolishing the free ballot; only 
one party was allowed, and, as 
Molotov once said, “all the other 
parties are in jail.” 

The older Capitalism did not 
like men to organize in com- 
munities, such as unions, but 
insisted that men should be 
treated like individual atoms; 
Communism went to the ex- 
treme of packing the atoms to- 
gether in a mass without restor- 
ing personality of the abused 
workers. 

* - — 

SOCIALISM 
the forcible organization of so- 
ciety to cure the chaos created 
by older Capitalism and its first 
form of Liberalism. Though 
the Communists and Socialists 
were tremendously interested in 
economics—as they must be be- 
cause of their materialism—the 
important point is that econom- 
ics was submitted to political 
control. 


The market-principle of eco- 
nomics gave way to the bureauc- 
racy-principle of politics, and 
this because Communism be- 
lieved that the only way to save 
the community was by the de- 
struction of human freedom. It 
is an over-simplification to say 
that the Western World stresses 
gain and security, while Com- 
munism stresses the collectivity 
and the masses. But the basic 
struggle going on in the world 
today is between economics and 
politics, or the supremacy of the 
market-principle, with social 
controls and Socialism or Com- 
munism, or the supremacy of 
the state-principle, which subju- 
gates production, distribution, 
thinking, traveling and the hu- 
man soul to the omnipotent 
power of the state. 

In the next article, we shall 
trace the more recent develop- 
ments of this struggle, as it af- 
fects world politics.

. fell in love. It’s a relish made 


with yellow-ripe cucumbers, 
and I ate it at Wurzburger's; an 
eating place on highway 66 near 
Stanton, Mo., which is well 
known to gourmets in St. Louis. 


Tite Wutzburgers grow most 
of their own Vegetables, includ- 
ing the cucumbers. Mrs, Wurz- 
burger gave the recipe for 
sempf dorken and, if you'd like 
to try it, here’s how: 

First you have to have long 
ripe cucumbers which have 
ripened to the yellow stage, but 
not mushy. Peel them and put 
them in a tub of cold water 
for half an hour. 


Then slice them in quarters 
long ways and, using a silver 
spoon, take out the seeds and 
soft membrane. Then put a 
handful of salt in a large basin 
of cold clear water, and let the 
slices soak in this for six or 
seven hours. 

When they have finished 
soaking, make a mixture of four 
cups of cider vinegar (this 
recipe is for eight large cucum- 
bers), two heaping cups of 
sugar, a tablespoon of yellow 
mustard seed and boil it until 
it makes a fairly thick syrup. 

Now take the cucumbers out 
of the brine and dry them care- 
fully with a cloth. Drop th 
pieces one at a time into th 
boiling syrup, but don’t put in 
too many at a time. Let them 
cook until they're done, but not 
mushy. You can test them with 
a toothpick. 

When they're ready, put them 
in jars, along with some syrup, 
and in each jar a very thin 
sliver of stick cinnamon. Seal 
them like preserves and put 
them away. When you want to 
serve them, chill them thor- 
oughly. They’re mighty good 
with a steak dinner.

Checking Water Heaters. 


E just finished reading a 

sort of lengthy report on 

the various troubles that 
improperly installed water heat- 
ers can cause, so we thought 
we would pass some of the in- 
formation on to you. 


It seems a lot of trouble can 
occur from gas heaters that are 
, not vented to the outdoors or to 
a chimney. Sometimes. the 
heater was installed without any 
vent, sometimes the vent was in- 
stalled and then, for one reason 
or another removed, and some- 
times the vent has become 
stopped up. So, if you have a 
gas heater, check to be sure that 
it’s vented and if it’s not, have 
it vented at once. If it is vent- 
ed, make a check to be sure 
that the vent is clear. 


All types of water heaters 
should be equipped with a re- 
lief valve. The purpose of this 
valve is to relieve pressure from 
the tank should something go 
haywire and the water inside 
become too hot. As a general 
rule the relief valve is installed 
on the hot water line coming 
out of the tank but in some 
areas there is so much lime in 
the water that the relief valve 
is put on the cold line to help 
prevent its being clogged by 
the lime. 

There should be a pipe run- 
ning from this valve to a drain 


or pit in the floor. If there is 
not a line and the relief valve 
were to open when someone was 
nearby, he might bet a nasty 
burn from the hot water and 
steam out of the valve. 
So check to sure that there 
is this drain line and also check 
the valve to be sure that it's 
not rusted or sealed by min- 
erals. Many types of valves can 
be manually operated. Do this 
— the water in the tank is 
cool,

Call the Doctor!

The other night I was 
visiting with some friends 
who have a 12-year-old 
boy. He had been home 
from school for a few days 
with a virus. After a pen- 
cillin injection on the first 
day his fever went down. 
He was feeling fine until 
the evening of my visit 
with his parents. At about 
11 o'clock he called out to 
his mother. She went in to 
his room and in a few 
moments asked her hus-

band to come in. I was busy talking with other guests 
and paid no attention to the incident. 
About midnight, the father said, “Billy has been having 
pain in his stomach. I suppose the virus could cause it, 


couldn’t it? I’ve poked him over his right side and he is 
not tender, so I suppose it isn’t his appendix. I didn’t 
mention it earlier because I didn't want to spoil your 
evening. It’s a shame to bother you doctors when you 
are off duty.” 

x * 

I TOOK HIM TO TASK for standing on ceremony and 
asked to see the boy even though I was not a pediatrician. 
The boy was doubled up in pain. His right thigh was 
flexed back on his abdomen and he was nauseated. Although 
he had fever he had typical rebound tenderness over his 
lower right side. It looked to me like an acute appendix. 
Not being the doctor in attendance I didn’t want to take 
the responsibility for saying so. 

However, I suggested that they call their doctor right 
over, Their reaction was the one that is not uncommon, 
“But it’s after midnight. Don’t you think we can give him 
some paregoric that will keep him comfortable till morning? 
I hate to think of disturbing our doctor. He works pretty 
hard.” 

On my insistence, they got him out of bed. I waited 
until he came. The boy was in the hospital within the 
hour and they removed a badly inflamed appendix before 
five o’clock that morning. Whether or not the appendix 
might have ruptured if they had spared their doctor until 
morning is anybody’s guess. What is important, though, 
is that you should never “spare the doctor” if the patient 
is uncomfortable and quite ill. 

* * 

FOR SOME REASON, too many patients are “afraid 
to bother the doctor.” How often have I seen patients 
whom I have asked to tell me what their doctor advised; 
they would look at me sheepishly, “He didn’t say anything. 
Just gave me a prescription and told me to come back.” 

Then I would say, “Didn't you ask him what was the 
matter and what you had to do to help in getting well?” 

The answer would be something like this: “Frankly, 
no. I didn’t want to feel that I was being a bother.” 

Like the little fellow with the acute appendix, 
thousands of patients are courting trouble because of this 
hesitancy in troubling their doctors. Hypertensives in doubt 
about their diet hesitate to ask the doctor to be more 
specific. Diabetics don’t learn how to take insulin because 
they won't call their doctor — and perhaps bother him. 
Cardiac patients don't know exactly how much exercise 
they can take, but hesitate to put the direct question to 
the doctor. 

I have never met a doctor who griped when a night 
call was really necessary; or .who thought a patient was 
bothersome when asking sensible and needful questions,

The point is that you should 
not double for a takeout just 
because you have a farily good 
hand, say 14 or 15 points in 
high cards. You should also be 
able to play any suit your part- 
ner bids—or you should have a 
good suit of your own. 

When you make a takeout 
double over an opposing bid of 
one club, you know your part- 
ner can respond at the one 
level. If you are not vulnerable 
and if your distribution is fa- 
vorable you can double here on 
little more than average hand 
in high cards. 

But from an opposing open- 
ing of one diamond on up, the 
chances increase that partner 
will have to show his suit at 
the two level. It takes no arbi- 
trary rule from a textbook, but 
only common sense, to tell you 
that you need progressively 
more for your takeout double 
as the opening bid gets higher. 

When you are vulnerable and 
make a takeout double over a 
one spade opening, you should 
have a fine hand. Here, it is 
absolutely certain that partner 
will have to show his suit at 
the two range. 

Are you prepared to guaran- 
tee that your side will not be 
in serious trouble—even if part- 
ner has practically nothing? 

In today’s deal, Mr. Dale’s 
hand, containing 16 points or 
about three and a half honor 
tricks, was just about a mini- 
mum, considering the vulnera- 
bility and the fact that the 
opening bid was a spade. 

Mr. Masters knew his part- 
ner’s double was not shaded. 
He knew he was obligated to 
show his best suit at the two 
level, no matter how weak his 
hand might be. Holding a good 
hand, he properly made a jump 
response in clubs and then went 
oh to game when Mr. Dale 
showed his club fit. The con- 
tract was a reasonable one and, 
when the king of hearts was on 
side, 11 tricks were readily 
available.

Shortage 
Of Doctors 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


HYDE PARK. 

WROTE a column not long 
| ago on the doctor shortage 

in our country and it brought 
me a thoughtful answer from a 
doctor which I feel I should 
pass along to my readers. He 
says: “It is true there is an acute 
shortage of internes and resi- 
dents in training. However, the 
reason is not that we have too 
few medical schools but that 
there are not enough good stu- 
dents who want to be doctors! 

“Five years ago there were at 
least five applicants for every 
place available in all the medi- 
cal schools of the country. To- 
day there are only two. The 
solution is not to expand medi- 
cal school facilities, because 
then the quality of doctors 
would deteriorate, but to create 
a desire for more bright stu- 
dents to go into a scientific and 
medical career. 

“A large proportion of the 
applicants are not qualified to 
be accepted in medical schools 
and a ratio of five applicants to 
one accepted would keep the 
quality up. Now the students 
are less able than formerly, by 
and large.” 


—_ + 

THE DOCTOR then goes on 
to say that one must encourage 
good brains and brilliant stu- 
dents to take up scientific ca- 
reers and,’ if possible, do. this 
by providing enough funds to 
help them through the long 
training period. This is the only 
way, on a democratic basis, to 
attract the best than can be 
found into medical careers. 

I think it also should be ac- 
cepted that many young people 
who want to be doctors and 
who, under very strict rules, 
might fail to qualify, can still 
serve satisfactorily in allied 
ways, such as in laboratories or 
along scientific lines which 
might take them into other 
fields of research.
